J^l    P^l  he  purpose  of  the 
American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind  is  to 
provide  visually  handi- 
mMkm   capped  people  with  educa- 
tional and  recreational  literature  in 
braille,  large  type,  and  recorded 
form,  and  to  manufacture  the 
learning  aids,  special  tools,  and 
special  supplies  necessary  for  their 
education. 

APH  is  the  oldest  national, 
private  nonprofit  agency  for  the 
blind  and  near-blind  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  world's  largest  pub- 
lishing house  for  the  blind.  Incor- 
porated in  1858  as  a  private,  non- 
profit organization,  its  policies  are 
guided  by  a  corporate  board  of 
trustees. 

Since  1879,  APH  has  had  the 
responsibility  to  administer  the 
federal  funds  provided  under  the 
"Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of 
the  Blind."  This  means  that  we  are 
the  official  source  of  school 
materials  for  students  of  less  than 
college  level  in  the  United  States. 
We  are  assisted  in  administering 
this  responsibility  by  our  ex  officio 
trustees,  who  are  heads  of 
residential  facilities  for  education  of 
the  blind,  representatives  of  state 


departments  of  education  and  other 
educational  agencies  for  the  blind. 
These  trustees  participate  in  our 
advisory  committees  and  in  our 
annual  meetings,  which  provide  a 
forum  for  exchange  of  ideas  and 
information  between  our  staff,  our  ex 
officio  trustees,  and  other  educators. 

The  work  that  we  do  on  a 
contract  basis  for  other  organizations 
comprises  a  great  part  of  our  output. 
This  production  includes  such  items 
as  braille  and  recorded  books  for  the 
National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped, 
braille  menus  for  restaurants, 
cassette  tapes  for  religious  groups, 
and  tactile  signs. 

Through  our  fund  raising  efforts, 
we  are  able  to  produce  braille  and 
recorded  editions  of  the  Readers 
Digest  each  month  and  recorded 
weekly  copies  of  Newsweek 
Magazine,  most  of  which  are 
distributed  to  adult  blind  persons 
and  regional  libraries  at  no  cost.

Chairman's  Report

Printing  House  for  the  Blind.  All  of  us 
on  the  Corporate  Board  are  pleased 
that  you  could  meet  with  us  this  year. 
We  hope  that  this  meeting  has  been 
enjoyable  and  fruitful  for  each  of  you. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the 
Printing  House  began  to  feel  more  of 
the  effects  of  our  weakened  economy. 
Sales  in  FY  1982  were  slightly  above 
those  of  FY  1981  in  dollar  value. 
However,  price  increases  in  FY  1982 
inflated  sales  value  so  that  the  actual 
quantity  of  materials  sold  in  1982  was 
less.  Since  most  of  our  sales  are 
supported  by  federal  appropriations, 
reductions  at  the  federal  level  directly 
affected  our  business. 

As  in  previous  years,  costs  of 
labor  and  raw  materials  have  risen 
steadily.  These  rising  costs  have 
necessitated  increases  in  the  prices 
we  charge  for  our  products.  We  have 
attempted  to  minimize  the  effects  of 
these  increases  in  costs  through 
improvement  of  our  efficiency  of 
operations.  Efforts  have  been  made 
to  improve  personnel  management, 
to  upgrade  manufacturing  equipment, 
and  to  apply,  more  broadly,  data 
processing  applications  to  our 
operations. 

We  have  reduced  the  number 
of  our  personnel  to  a  very  lean 
minimum.  Not  too  long  ago  we  had 
over  600  employees,  but  this  summer 
the  number  of  people  working  at  APH 
fell  below  500  for  the  first  time  in 
many  years.  Part  of  this  reduction 
is  the  result  of  a  continuing  effort 
to  upgrade  our  manufacturing 
techniques  and  equipment.  Long 
range  plans  for  improving  the 
efficiency  of  our  braille  and  large 
type  printing  operations  are  being 
effected.  Equipment  in  Talking  Book 
is  also  being  upgraded  and  procedures 
greatly  improved.  Production 
processes  for  educational  aids  are 
being  redesigned. 


In  January  we  acquired  an  IBM 
4341  computer.  For  the  first  time  we 
have  available  an  extensive  data 
processing  capacity.  We  are  currently 
extending  these  applications  on  a 
broad  scale,  thus  enabling  us  to 
control  our  operations  more 
effectively  and  ultimately  to  reduce 
costs. 

Our  new  marketing  operation  is 
now  in  place.  We  acquired  a  Director 
of  Marketing  last  October.  Fiscal 
1982  has  been  essentially  an

orientation  and  planning  year.  Our 
new  Director,  together  with  the  APH 
Marketing  Committee,  has  reviewed 
and  analyzed  our  marketing  problems 
and  has  developed  a  long  range  plan 
for  a  much  more  active  involvement 
in  this  area.  Greater  activity  here 
should  have  significant  impact  on 
future  sales. 

Our  educational  research 
and  development  activities  have 
continued  at  the  same  level  as  last 
year  despite  national  economic 
problems.'  We  are  currently  receiving 
research  support  under  three  federal 
grants.  During  FY  1982,  11  newly 
developed  products  were  put  into 
production,  including  braille  reading 
materials,  educational  measures, 
prevocational  material,  low  vision 
materials,  and  several  audio-tutorial 
materials  in  social  studies  and 
science. 

We  have  experienced  a 
record-breaking  year  in  our  fund 
raising  for  Reader's  Digest  and 
Newsweek  magazines.

President's  Report 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  see  all  of  you 
once  more  at  our  114th  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  American 
■  Printing  House  for  the  Blind. 
We  hope  you  enjoyed  your  visit  to 
Louisville  and  found  participation  in 
our  meetings  rewarding. 

FY  1982  was  a  year  that  we 
encountered  with  a  great  deal  of 
caution.  Early  in  the  year,  our  budget 
under  the  Act  to  Promote  the 
Education  of  the  Blind  was  cut  four 
percent.  Other  federal  contracts  were 
cut  back  severely  last  spring.  We 
operated  throughout  the  year  without 
a  federal  appropriation  for  the  quota. 
As  our  Chairman  indicated,  our 
approach  to  these  poor  economic 
conditions  has  been  to  pare  personnel 
and  to  upgrade  our  management 
processes  and  production  equipment 
in  an  effort  to  increase  efficiency. 

At  this  time,  we  appear  far  away 
from  an  appropriation  for  quota  funds 
for  FY  1983.  In  all  probability  we  will 
continue  to  operate  under  a  series  of 
continuing  resolutions.  As  a  result  of 
funding  ceilings  imposed  by  the 
Budget  Reconciliation  Act,  our 
request  for  FY  1982  totalled 
$5,000,000.  Of  this,  $4,660,000  was 
allocated  to  educational  materials, 
$90,000  to  advisory  services,  and 
$250,000  to  educational  and  technical 
research. 

On  the  first  Monday  of  January 
1982,  38,249  legally  blind  students 
were  enrolled  in  formal  education 
programs  of  less  than  college  level 
in  this  country.  This  is  an  increase 
of  1,852  students  over  the  number 
enrolled  in  FY  1981.  If  we  are 
awarded  the  FY  1982  request  of 
$4,660,000  for  educational  materials, 
the  result  (including  the  $10,000 
permanent  appropriation)  will  be  a 
percaptiaof$122.09. 


Last  year  I  reported  that  for  the 
first  time  we  had  a  union  contract 
covering  over  300  production 
workers.  Our  Personnel  Department 
has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  this 
year  implementing  this  contract.  We 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  revise 
many  of  our  procedures  to  provide 
for  more  efficient  and  consistent 


a  consequence,  we  have  been  able 
to  reduce  short  run  prices.  Research 
in  increasing  our  efficiency  is 
continuing. 

Improvements  have  also  been 
made  in  our  Talking  Book  operations. 
Production  flow  in  recording  has  been 
redesigned  to  maximize  output.  We 
have  undertaken  a  great  deal  of

personnel  management.  We  have 
provided  labor-management  relations 
training  for  our  first  line  supervisors 
and  union  stewards  and  for  the  first 
time  involved  our  top  management  in 
a  formal  training  program.  In  addition, 
we  have  started  an  in-house 
newsletter. 

Braille  production  continued 
at  a  high  level,  but  fell  short  of  our 
expectations  due  to  cancellation  of 
part  of  one  of  our  major  contracts.  We 
have  rebuilt  three  of  our  braille  book 
presses  and  added  a  new  braille  proof 
press.  The  physical  layout  of  the 
Braille  Division  has  been  shifted  to 
provide  for  a  more  efficient  workflow. 
Research  is  underway  to  cut  costs  of 
braille  production  through  a  variety  of 
approaches. 

The  physical  arrangement  of 
the  Large  Type  Division  has  also 
been  changed  and  some  operations 
integrated.  Short  run  large  type 
production  was  up  slightly  over  last 
year.  We  have  upgraded  equipment 
in  this  department  through 
acquisition  of  a  new  Graphic  Camera, 
three  new  Camera-Platemakers,  a 
better  system  to  convert  multicolored 
graphics  to  black  and  white,  and  a 
new  Perfector  offset  press  which 
prints  on  both  sides  of  the  paper.  We 
have  replaced  two  offset  presses  with 
new  ones  and  rebuilt  two  others.  As 


research  to  increase  the  quality  of 
our  flexible  records.  New  cassette 
loaders  and  cassette  label  equipment 
have  enabled  us  to  improve 
production  of  cassette  tapes. 

Our  Manufacturing  Division 
is  currently  the  site  of  our  greatest 
growth.  During  the  year  five  new 
products  were  produced.  We  have 
redesigned  several  products  this  year 
to  increase  quality  and  to  simplify 
manufacture. 

A  formal  plan  to  market  current 
products  here  and  abroad  and  to  enter 
new  markets  was  developed  during 
the  year.  One  feature  of  this  plan 
is  to  modify  our  field  services  to 
correspond  much  more  closely 
to  the  needs  of  our  consumers.  A 
newsletter,  APH  NOTES,  has  been 
distributed  since  spring. 

We  have  continued  to  serve  the 
field  through  our  Central  Catalog  of 
Volunteer  Textbooks.  Over  seven 
thousand  inquiries  were  answered 
last  year.  Even  after  screening  the 
catalog  and  deleting  entries  dated 
prior  to  1970,  it  still  contains  120,000 
listings. 

We  have  received  a  tremendous 
amount  of  support  from  a  variety  of 
sources  this  year.  All  of  us  at  APH 


welcome  the  addition  of  Dr.  Keeney 
and  Mr.  Gill  to  our  Executive  Board. 
Our  Ex  Officio  Trustees  have  been 
extremely  helpful  and  cooperative 
in  our  efforts  to  adapt  to  current 
economic  conditions  and  we  are 
very  grateful.  Many  teachers, 
administrators,  and  other 
professionals  have  contributed 
significantly  to  our  efforts  in 
consulting  roles. 

All  of  us  at  APH  want  to 
express  our  appreciation  to  Joseph 
Woodlief,  John  Barr,  Watson  Dabney, 
George  Gill,  Virginia  Keeney, 
Marion  Webb,  and  James  Welch, 
all  members  of  our  Corporate  Board, 
for  their  wise  counsel  and  guidance 
during  the  year  just  past. 

On  a  more  personal  basis,  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  employees 
of  the  Printing  House  and  my  senior 
staff  including  Pat  Campbell,  Carolyn 
Collier,  Ait  Curtis,  Bob  Haynes,

1982  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  Dr. 
Nolan  turned  over  the  meeting  to  the 
Chairman,  Paul  Lewis,  Ex  Officio 
Trustee  of  APH  from  Florida. 

Mr.  Lewis  introduced  the 
Committee.

The  Printing  House  personnel 
in  attendance  were:

Mr.  McCracken  presented  the 
report  of  the  Editorial  Department. 
He  advised  that  all  books  would  be 
ready  for  on-time  shipment  except  for 
Century  21  Typewriting,  3rd  edition. 
This  book  will  be  ready  soon  and  may 
possibly  be  shipped  in  partial  form  as 
volumes  are  ready. 

Titles  for  adoption  were 
presented  by  Mr.  Lappin  and 
reviewed  by  the  Committee. 
Subsequently,  the  Committee 
approved  all  titles.  A  listing  of  these 
titles  follows  this  report  for  your 
review. 


The  Reader's  Digest  Skill 
Builders  were  approved  for  the 
Secondary  List  to  be  produced  as 
time  allows  after  completion  of  the 
Primary  Adoptions.  Related  to  the 
production  of  the  Reader's  Digest 
Skill  Builders,  the  Committee 
requested  the  Printing  House  to 
reinstate  the  older  editions  and  not 
drop  them  until  the  new  editions  are 
available. 

Library  Readers  were  approved 
for  the  Patterns  program  for 
preprimer  level  through  Grade  3. 
These  will  be  produced  in  Braille  and 
Teachers  Editions  in  print  as  they 
become  available.  The  projected  date 
for  completion  of  this  project  is 
August,  1983. 

The  Committee  was  asked  to 
review  the  periodical  Scholastic  Math 
for  production.  After  review  and 
discussion  the  Committee  decided 
not  to  recommend  this  publication 
because  of  timeliness  and  frequency 
of  the  publications  and  a  lack  of 
expressed  interest. 

The  Committee  was  also  asked 
to  consider  the  materials 
"Mathematics  Step  by  Step"  by  Rich, 
Continental  Press,  1981.  These 
materials  were  not  available  for 
review  and  the  discussion  was  tabled 
until  Fall  Meeting. 

The  Committee  requested  that 
the  Printing  House  look  into 
publishing  a  large  type  and  possibly 
braille  reference  encyclopedia 
because  some  interest  had  been 
expressed  from  the  field.  Mr.  Lappin 
told  the  Committee  that  he  would  see 
what  print  editions  were  available  and 
report  back  in  the  Fall. 

The  Committee  also  expressed 
an  interest  in  surveying  the  field  for 
interest  in  updated  study  material  for 
the  GED  High  School  Equivalency 
Test. 

The  Committee  then  discussed 
the  procedures  to  be  followed  in 


reviewing  materials  of  all  kinds  for 
adoption.  Mr.  Lappin  said  that  APH 
could  provide  the  following  services:

1^  he  Educational 
Research  and  Develop- 
ment Committee  met  in 
Louisville,  Kentucky, 
■  at  the  Hyatt  Regency, 
on  October  2,  1982.  The  purposes  of 
the  meeting  were  to  review  the 
report  of  the  Committee's  May  5-6, 
1982,  meeting  and  to  consider  the 
Department  of  Educational 
Research's  Report  of  Research  and 
Development  Activities  for  Fiscal 
1982.  Committee  members  in 
attendance  were:  David  Dorr, 
Chairman,  James  Meyers,  Jr. ,  Donald 
Edwards,  Robert  Long,  Jane  Brodie, 
and  Leon  Reid.  American  Printing 
House  staff  attending  were  Carson 
Nolan,  President,  and  June  Morris, 
Director  of  the  Department  of 
Educational  Research. 

The  initial  meeting  of  the  newly 
formed  Educational  Research  and 
Development  Committee  was  the 
May  1982  meeting.  This  Committee 
was  formed  by  combining  the 
old  Educational  Research  and 
Educational  Aids  Committees.  The 
merger  had  been  recommended  at  a 
joint  meeting  of  the  two  committees 
in  May  1981  because  of  the  overlap  in 
their  focus.  At  the  May  1982  meeting 
the  new  Committee  reviewed  and 
approved  the  research  program  of  die 
American  Printing  House  for  the 
Blind.  Specific  recommendations 
regarding  both  Printing  House  and 
research  activities  are  contained  in 
the  report  of  that  meeting. 

Activities  of  the  Department  of 
Educational  Research  were  generated 


by  two  pervasive  concerns  during  FY 
1982.  The  first  was  to  expedite 
production  of  new  products 
previously  approved  for  production 
and  the  second  was  to  continue 
development  of  new  products  to  help 
alleviate  the  most  critical  needs  for 
educational  materials  of  visually 
handicapped  students.  The 
Department's  activities  included 
materials  development  projects 
for  early  childhood  and 
multihandicapped,  low  vision,  braille 
reading,  mathematics,  social  studies, 
tactile  graphics,  and  educational 
measures.  Other  activities  involved 
researching  legibility  of  tactile 
displays  and  academic  achievement 
of  legally  blind  students.  The 
research  program  was  supported 
by  the  Printing  Houses's  federal 
appropriation  for  research  and 
development  and  under  three 
separate  federal  grants. 

No  new  products  were 
submitted  for  production  approval 
by  the  Educational  Research  and 
Development  Committee. 

The  Committee  would  like  to 
thank  Dr.  Nolan  and  the  Educational 
Research  Department  in  their 
responsiveness  to  the  committee's 
suggestions  regarding  scheduling  and 
format  of  die  spring  meetings.  We 
feel  this  resulted  in  more  interchange 
of  ideas  and  better  use  of  time.

Note  1 .  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting 
Policies 

(a)  Inventories  are  stated  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  market 
on  the  first-in,  first-out  identification  method. 

(b)  Fixed  assets  are  stated  at  their  estimated  value  at 
June  30,  1941,  and  at  cost  for  additions  since  that  time. 
Depreciation,  computed  on  the  straight  line  basis  over  rea- 
sonable useful  lives  of  the  various  classes  of  assets, 
amounted  to  $319,489  and  $291,280  for  this  and  the  prior 
fiscal  year. 

(c)  The  company  is  a  tax  exempt  non-profit  corporation 
under  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.

Note  3.  Accrued  Contribution  to  Pension  Plan 

The  company  has  in  effect,  for  eligible  personnel,  a  non- 
contributory  pension  plan. 

The  accrued  contribution  to  the  pension  plan  repre- 
sents an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  the  current  contribution 
due  to  the  pension  trust,  final  determination  of  which  was 
not  made  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report. 

Effective  July  1,  1976,  the  plan  was  amended  to  com- 
ply with  the  Employee  Retirement  Income  Security  Act,  to 
eliminate  the  contributions  on  the  part  of  the  employees 
and  to  change  the  benefit  formula.  The  Board  of  Directors 
has  chosen  to  fund  the  past  service  cost  over  a  30-year 
period. 

The  method  of  valuation  employed  is  the  frozen  ini- 
tial liability  method,  a  variant  of  the  entry  age  normal 
method.  In  the  opinion  of  the  actuary,  the  assumptions 
used  are  in  the  aggregate  reasonably  related  to  the  experi- 
ence of  the  plan  and  to  reasonable  expectations.

Note  4.  Accrued  Vacation  and  Sick  Pay 

In  1982,  the  company  changed  its  method  of  accounting  for 
vacations  and  sick  pay  in  order  to  comply  with  Statement 
of  Financial  Accounting  Standards  Number  43  issued  by 
the  Financial  Accounting  Standards  Board. 

The  effect  of  the  change  for  1981  was  not  practicable 
to  determine.  The  adjustment  of  $177,996  represents  the 
cumulative  effect  of  the  new  method  on  years  prior  to 
1982.  The  effect  of  the  change  in  1982  was  to  decrease 
income  before  the  cumulative  effect  of  the  change  by 
$61,178. 

Note  5.  Fund  Balances 

The  funds  are  all  administered  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  are  composed  and  restricted  as  follows: 

(a)  General  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  a  contribution  of  $25, 000  by 
the  State  of  Kentucky,  contributions  and  transfers  from 
other  funds,  and  the  accumulated  income  from  the 
activities  of  the  general  fund. 

(b)  Building  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  undesignated  gifts  and 
bequests  and  transfers  from  other  funds  to  be  used  for 
major  building  additions  as  determined  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

(c)  Endowment  Fund  —  Board  Restricted 

This  fund  is  composed  of  undesignated  gifts  placed 
in  this  fund  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  income 
recieved  from  investment  of  monies  retained  in  the 
fund  and  is  to  be  used  as  a  continuing  endowment  or 
expended  otherwise  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 


(d)  Endowment  Fund  —  Donor  Restricted 
This  fund  consists  of  those  gifts  and  bequests 
restricted  to  permanent  endowment  by  donors  and 

of  income  received  from  investment  of  monies  retained 
in  the  fund  with  the  income  used  at  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

(e)  Talking  World  Book  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  restricted  by 
donors  and  of  income  received  from  investment  of 
monies  retained  in  the  fund  and  is  to  be  used  solely  for 
providing  recorded  World  Book  Encyclopedias  to  the 
blind. 

(f)  Newsweek  Talking  Magazine  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests 
restricted  by  donors  and  of  income  received  from 
investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund  and  is  to  be 
used  solely  for  providing  copies  of  Newsweek  talking 
books  to  the  blind. 

(g)  Fund  for  Braille  and  Recorded  Editions 
—Reader  s  Digest 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests 
restricted  by  donors  and  of  income  received  from 
investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund  and  is  to  be 
used  for  furnishing  copies  of  the  Reader's  Digest,  in 
braille  and  recorded  editions,  or  for  increasing  produc- 
tion facilities  and  services  for  the  blind.
